As X told you on the telephone X was going to do, X mm now getting 
around to writing m letter in regard to ay Volley Suriber 7270367 token 
out with your company on tb December 1928 — a good many year* ago* 

During all these years there has "been but a * ingle occasion for ay filing 
a claim under the terms o f this policy, and this woe also a good Many 
years ago, when I bad a book injury. Tbe company recognised that I 
had a valid claim in that case and paid very promptly and without question. 
The injury resulted froo an accident which happened when I was laying a 
flag -atone walk in front of ay hocm at 3932 Military Reed, northwest. 

When X telephoned you recently with the query as to Whether ay policy 
would caver an injury Buffered by me as a result of what X think could 
alao be tensed an accident you stated quite categorically that you 
were certain that X did not have any valid claim. You will recall that 
I told you that X was taking aorae morning exercise# with a view to girth 
control and as a direct precipitant effect of such exercise on the morn- 
ing of 3 April 1955 X had a "heart attack" — technically designated as 
a ccroiiary occlusion. You stated that this could hardly be considered 
the result of an “accident" because X was doing satnerthing which X intend- 
ed to do. Just bow fine a distinction you drew between this latter episode 
and the one to which I referred earlier in my letter I do not understand, 
because I was certainly not throwing flag stones around for pure amuse- 
ment: X was laying a walk. In the suae sense X was not taking exercises 

on 3 April just for amusement: there at a very aerious purpose in view. 
Unfortunately while tbe purpose was good, something vholely unintended 
resulted and X suffered what is termed an "accidental bodily injury** Of 
course, X understand that it might be said that eooaer car later this 
"heart attack” might hove cons from doing scsnething else, but the fact is 
that It cams from my doing the exerciaej If X had mot been doing the ex- 
ercise that morning there is a possibility that X might not have suffered 
any serious "accidental bodily injury" for many years. 

Please take this up with the company and let me know what the official 
reaction, oar decision of the company is In this case, for the accident turned 
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out to lae quite expensive financially «ui if X can be reisfcursed to 
any extent at *11 it vculd help materially .
